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Food and service costs boost consumer prizes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Higher costs for 
food and a broad range of services pushed 
June consumer prices up six-tenths of 1 per 
cent, matching the previous month’s boost 
in prices, the government reported today. 
The rise was 
a disappointment 
to 
government economists who had hoped 
some moderation in consumer prices would 
follow a slowdown in wholesale price hikes 
in May and a sharp wholesale price drop in 
June. 
Retail food prices, which climbed seven- 
tenths of 1 per cent in May, rose by eight- 
tenths of 1 per cent in June and marked the 
sixth straight month of sharp increases in 
the cost of food. 
The government planned to release a 
second report on the nation's economic 
health later today and it was expected to be 
more encouraging. A preliminary estimate 
from the Commerce Department indicated 


the economy had another strong quarter, 
with the Gross National Product growing in 
the April-f June period at about the same 
rate as the first quarter’s 6.9 per cent rate. 
In 
another report, 
the government 
reported that real spendable earnings — 
after-tax earnings adjusted for inflation — 
increased 3.4 per cent in June, reflecting a 
change in tax deductions which lowered the 
withholding rates beginning June l. The 
increase marked the biggest monthly boost 
in real spendable earnings in two years. 
Wholesale prices — a precursor of costs a 
consumer eventually faces — fell seven- 
tenths of a per cent in June after several 
months of steep increases. The drop was the 
first since last August and was largely the 
result of a 6.3 per cent decline in prices of 
farm products. 
Changes in the wholesale food prices are 
usually reflected at grocery counters within 


a few weeks but this has not been the case so 
far for the June decline. The Labor 
Department said a large part of the June 
increase in retail food prices was caused by 
higher prices for processed foods such as 
dairy products, canned and frozen fruits 
and vegetables, sugar, bakery products and 
coffee. 
While the six-tenths per cent increase in 
consumer prices was relatively steep for 
one month, it was less than the eight-tenths 
of 1 per cent rise in April and January and 
the 1 per cent jump in February. 
Over the past three months, consumer 
prices rose at an annual rate of 8.1 per cent, 
down from the 10 per cent annual rate 
during the first quarter of the year. 
The Labor Department said its Consumer 
Price Index last month stood at 181.8 per 
cent of its 1967 average, meaning that a 
marketbasket of goods and services which

Francis River Basin to attend the meeting 
and present their views and comments." he 
said, "and those at the meeting who do not 
wish to make an oral statement may 
present a written one at the meeting or send 
a written statement to the U.S. Army Corps

cost $100 ten years ago now cost $181.80 last 
month. 
The Consumer Price Index is based on a 
selection of 400 different goods and services 
believed to represent the marketbasket of 
the average urban worker who heads a 
family of four. 
In a separate report, the government said 
that real spendable earnings — after-tax 
earnings adjusted for inflation — increased 
3.4 per cent in June, the largest monthly in­ 
crease in two years. 
The increase resulted from a change in 
tax deductions which lowered withholding 
rates effective June 1. 
Over the year, real earnings rose 3.3 per 
cent as a result of both the reduction in 
taxes and a three-tenths of a per cent in­ 
crease in weekly earnings over and about 
any inflationary increase in them. 
While food prices continued their sharp 


rise, the cost of nonfood commodities rose 
by only two-tenths of a per cent in June 
following increases of four-tenths of 1 per 
cent in each of the three previous months. 
Economists look to prices of nonfood 
commodities for evidence of the underlyin, 
rate of inflation in the economy since these 
are less volatile than food prices, which are 
subject to wide swings from month to 
month. 
Gasoline and motor oil prices fell four- 
tenths of 1 per cent last month, the first drop 
in five months. Prices for used cars 
declined 2.2 per cent. Fuel oil and coal 
prices increased nine-tenths of 1 per cent 
while clothing costs rose six-tenths of 1 per 
cent 
The cost of services rose eight-tenths of 1 
per cent in June, about the same rate as 
earlier in the year. Charges for gas and 
electricity were up 1.3 per cent, medical 


care service rose six-tenths of 1 per cent and 
mortgage interest rates were up eight- 
tenths of 1 per cent. 
Among food prices, coffee increased 5.2 
per cent, the smallest rise this year, the 
government said. Prices for fruits and 
vegetables declined but not so much as in 
May, while beef and poultry prices also 
dropped. 
The increase in consumer prices for May 
was six-tenths of l per cent. This was 
relatively steep for one month but less than 
in April, when the rise was eight-tenths of 1 
per cent, and February, when the index 
jumped by a full 1 per cent 
Economists both in and out of government 
are in general agreement that the nation 
can expect a slowdown in the rise of prices 
after mid-year, although questions remain 
about how large the slowdown will be and 
how long it w ill last. 
Judge promises quick 
ruling on welfare pay 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. <AP> - A 
federal court judge says he will act as 
quickly as possible in deciding whether the 
state Division of Family Services should be 
ordered to restore full welfare benefits for 
35,000 families who had their payments 
either terminated or cut this month. 
“This case simply cannot linger," U.S. 
District Court Judge Elmo Hunter said on 
Wednesday after taking the case under 
advisement following a fivehour hearing 
"It 
has 
to 
receive 
an 
immediate 
decision," Hunter added 
“This hearing 


today, if anything, illustrated the really ter­ 
rible tragedy that has been caused. ’’ 
Hunter had been asked by attorneys for 
the Legal Aid Society of St Louis to order 
the restoration of welfare benefits to the 
35,000 families because the notice they 
received of reductions or terminations did 
not advise them of their full rights to ap­ 
peal.

method they proposed for implementing the 
new welfare system met requirements of 
tederal laws and regulations But they said 
that on Monday, less than a week after 
Hunter issued his restraining order, the 
same officials no longer backed their plan 
In addition to having acted in good faith, 
the state welfare officials also testified that 
they have found no errors in the cal­ 
culations that resulted in the terminations

Comprehensive plan charts Dexter growth 


DEXTER - Since 1969, when the city first 
adopted a comprehensive plan, Dexter has 
made a number of improvements, ac­ 
cording to an updated comprehensive plan 
presented to the city council earlier this 
week 
The updated plan - prepared by the 
Bootheel Regional Planning Commission 
(BRPC) - reports that the city in the past 
eight years: 
Has adopted a zoning or­ 
dinance; established four sewer districts; 
purchased a new fire truck; approved 
1600,000 in industrial revenue bonds for the 
expansion of Campbell Filter Co. plant and 
$1.2 million for expansion of Monarch Feed 
Mills, built a new city jail; developed an 


industrial park; constructed several new 
bridges; and completed a sewer extension 
to Swift & Co. plant to eliminate problems 
generated by waste water from the com­ 
pany. 
A list of goals formulated by Dexter's 
Planning and Zoning Commission includes: 
Provide for orderly growth of the City; help 
promote sound economic development and 
stability; and improve health and en­ 
vironmental conditions of the city. 
More concrete objectives listed in the 
plan include: Construction of water plant 
on east side of city; upgrade east sewer 
lagoon; 
adopt subdivision 
regulations, 
building cv^e and housing code; develop 


noise abatement regulations; annex areas 
northwest north, west and south of the city; 
construction of a street overpass over 
Missouri Pacific Railroad in west Dexter; 
and allocate more land for public parks 
The suggestion to annex land in all 
directions but to the east is because of 
fertility and farm production potential to 
the east, the report said, and potential for 
urban growth lies in the other three 
directions. 
The comprehensive plan presents a deal 
of information and is full of charts, figures 
and diagrams 
It points out that since 1940 the population 
in Stoddard County has deceased by over 


7,000 persons; since 1950, however, the 
population of Dexter has increased by about 
1,400 persons 
Prior to 1960, 
agriculture was the single 
most important source of employment, but 
by 1970 manufacturing had become the 
most 
important 
and 
agriculture 
had 
chopped to fourth place. 
The vast majority of families in Stoddard 
County earn less than $10,000 per year: 28 
per cent earn less than $3,000; about 17 per 
cent earn $3,000 to $5,000; a little over 19 per 
cent earn $5,000 to $8,000; and about 10 per 
cent earn $8,000 to $10,000 
Only 26 per cent of the population earns 
over $10,000 per year. 


“After 
reviewing 
these 
figures, 
it 
becomes apparent that efforts should be 
made to increase incomes in Dexter and 
Stoddard County,” the report said. 
The report lists several problems that it 
says could limit the city’s growth and 
development, 
including: 
More 
low 
moderate income housing; need to upgrade 
nine per cent of the city’s present housing; a 
deteriorating water plant; a need for storm 
sewers; poor traffic flow; and lack of 
sufficient park land. 
Dexter has 62 acres of developed park 
land, whicih the report says is not enough. 
It says the city needs an additional 101 acres 
of park land.

Some misguided members of the House of 
Representatives took what appears to be a cheap shot the 
other day at Vietnam veterans whose less-than- 
honorable discharges are being reconsidered by 
presidential decree. 
By a margin of 2 to 1 (273 to 135), the House approved a 
motion by Rep. Robin L. Beard, R-Tenn., to withhold all 
GI benefits from the thousands of veterans whose “un­ 
desirable” discharges are being upgraded on a case-by- 
case basis. 
The move to deny benefits is attached to a bill dealing 
primarily with housing and therefore has a good chance 
of being dropped from the final legislation. Some of those 
who voted for it probably did so knowing this would 
happen. 
But that doesn’t make the action any more acceptable. 
To begin with, the upgrading of discharge papers after 
wars is not an unusual practice. Men who received bad 
conduct or dishonorable discharges, or committed 
crimes of violence in the service, are not being con­ 
sidered. 
The presidential order gives special preference, in 
fact, to men who were wounded in action, decorated for 
valor or served honorably in Vietnam before getting into 
trouble with drugs or drinking or some other personal or 
family problem. 
One of the House members who had the political 
courage to defend these veterans was Rep. John P. 
Murtha, D-Pa., who was twice wounded in Vietnam as a 
Marine major 10 years ago. 
“I think if we pass the amendment,” said Murtha, “we 
are slapping the man in the face who has served in 
combat, been wounded in combat and is going to have his 
discharge upgraded. 
“I do not know that there is one other person in this 
House that has served with the ground forces in Vietnam 
and saw the tragedy and suffering these young fellows 
went through, while everybody back here in the Congress 
were in their air-conditioned offices telling these soldiers 
what to do.”

Members of the committeee 
seem to have forgotten the grain 
inspection scandal that rocked 
American agriculture. 
More 
than 70 individuals and grain 
companies were convicted of 
such crimes as short-weighing 
and misgrading grain. Because 
of the corruption, bad grain was 
sent overseas, and the country’s 
reputation 
for 
production 
quality grain was jeopardized. 
The grain scandal showed the 
need for a uniform inspection 
system, so that grain is in­ 
spected in Iowa much as it is in 
Texas or Louisiana. 
The best way to achieve these 
goals would be to have an all- 
federal system of grain in­ 
spection. Congress rejected this 
solution in favor of allowing 
federal or state inspection at 
export points, and state or 
private inspection at inland 
points. 
If the system authorized by 
Congress is to work, especially 
at inland points, the hodgepodge 
of state and private agencies 
must be supervised by federal 
employes.

A bill to create a Federal 
Agency for Consumer Protec­ 
tion, with a relatively modest 
$15,000,000 annual budget and a 
staff of about 180 persons, has 
drawn heavy opposition and 
“the most intensive lobbying 
campaign” one representative 
has seen in IS years.

The new agency has been 
proposed but has failed to pass 
for the past eight years.

The new agency would he 
empowered to represent con­ 
sumer interests at hearings 
before regulatory agencies and 
in court actions involving 
judicial review of regulatory 
rulings.

There is no educational 
system, no telephones, no news­ 
papers. Three short propagan­ 
da messages are bro;idcast 
daily. 
Health problems are treated 
with folk remedies. Coconut 
milk, for example, is used as a 
plasma substitute. 
The Cambodian culture, 
economy and political system 
are being recast. Even the na­ 
tion’s name has been clianged; 
it is now known as “Demo­ 
cratic Kampuchea” 
The cities remain virtually 
empty. Phnom Penh, once a 
bustling city of 3.000jOOO before 
the Khmer Rouge came, now 
has a population around 50,000. 
The ultimate goal of the 
com m unist leaders, U.S. 
analysts believe, is total self- 
sufficiency. To obtain it, they 
have resorted to outright bar­ 
barism reminiscent of the 
Dark Ages. 


Opposition to the agency has 
come primarily from the 
business community, which has 
concentrated its effort on 
charges that the new agency 
would merely expand federal 
bureaucracy, 
duplicating 
powers already vested in many 
other federal bodies. The 
Administration has rebutted 
these assertions with the claim, 
not spelled out in detail so far, 
that the new agency would in­ 
corporate the activities of at 
least 13 other federal operations 
that would be phased out as part 
of its over-all reorganization. 
The fate of the bill on the 
House floor is uncertain. 
The House action is critical, 
even though a similar bill has 
been cleared by the Senate’s 
Governmental 
Affairs 
Com­ 
mittee. Senate Majority Leader 
Robert Byrd said that if the 
House does not pass the bill, the 
Senate will not take it up this 
year because it has more im­ 
portant work than trying to 
revive the consumer-protection 
legislation. 
So the House has double 
responsibility in handling this 
sensible proposal since a defeat 
there would also kill it in the 
Senate for the time being. Given 
the heavy lobbying against the 
bill, citizens should remind their 
representatives of their interest 
in its passage.

Jaworski said promises of independence in the new post would be 
made official in a congressional resolution before he “came out 
of the woodwork, so to speak.” 


Bleak energy future forecast 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Delegates from 12 midwest states 
heard a bleak description Wednesday on the nation’s energy 
futtre from Robert S. Robel, an official of the U. S. Congress’ 
Office of Technology Assessment. 
“The national energy situation is worse today than it was 
in...1974, 1975 and 1976,” he told state officials at the closing 
session of the Midwest Conference of the Council of State 
Governments. 
Robel noted energy source reserves are deciininv rapidly but 
praised President Carter’s national energy plan goals. 
The goals include limiting of energy consumption growth to two 
per cent a year, increasing coal production to 400 million tons per 
year since by 1965, reducing oil imports to six million barrels a 
day by 1965, and speeding up legislation for nuclear power 
generating plants, he noted. 
“However,” he said, “the Carter plan will not prevent a 7.7 
million barrels of oil equivalents-per-day shortfall in U.S. energy 
supplies byl985.” 
Telling the lawmakers and state government officials what 
they can do to help, Robel noted that the states have to act as 
enforcers of the federal laws and standards. 


Prison truce rated mandatory 


SHELB1NA, Mo. (AP) — Resolution of the political dispute 
involving location of a new medium-security state prison is 
mandatory if Missouri is to avert federal court intervention, Gov. 
Joseph P. Teasdale warned Wednesday. 
Teasdale, in lauding an agreement reached in Jefferson City 
among legislative leaders, said he will stick by the plan to locate 
the prison in Eastern Missburi despite rising opposition from 
residents. 
Only through construction of such a facility, he said, will the 
state prevent federal courts from intervening and ordering the 
early release at prisoners from overcrowded state penitentiary 
surroundings.

Service. 
Supervisor Debra Minde esti­ 
mates between 6,000 and 7,000 
calls have been received. Some 
are from people suspecting 
they may have cancer. Some 
are from concerned kin. A few 
are from proponents of cancer 
“cures" and quackery. 
Fear is heard in many of the 
callers’ voices. Others call to 
relieve anxiety, to hear some­ 
one say the symptom doesn't 
really mean cancer. 
Success 
of 
the Minnesota 
project, similar to those in 
about 21 other states, hasn't ac­ 
tually been measured. Callers 
aren’t pressed to give their 
names, so there’s no follow-up 
process which could tell how 
the callers’ course of action 
might have been affected. 
Only recently has an eval­ 
uation effort been begun, and 
it's on a loose basis. If the vol­ 
unteer doesn’t have waiting 


calls stacked, he or she may 
have time to ask the caller’s 
name and permission to send 
out an evaluation form. 
The largest number of in­ 
quiries concern breast cancer. 
The majority of the others have 
dealt with cancer of the lung, 
colon-rectum, skin and cervix. 
About 80 per cent of the call­ 
ers are women. Mrs. Minde 
suggested that may be because 
“women tend to be more open­ 
ly concerned about health.” 
Volunteers are on duty during 
daytime hours only. After 4:30 
p.m., a recording refers callers 
to a back-up number at the Na­ 
tional Cancer Institute in Beth- 
esda, Md. 
Volunteers are prepared by 
taking two-hour classes twice 
weekly for six weeks. The 
training is overseen by Kristin 
Gunderson, 
cancer 
commu­ 
nication specialist of the Mayo 
Clinic. 
The 
Mayo 
Com­ 
prehensive Cancer Center holds 
the contract to provide the in­ 
formation service through the 
Minnesota Cancer Council, with 
funding from the National Can­ 
cer Institute and some help 


from 
the American Cancer 
Society. 
The 10 trained volunteers 
work at least one-half day per 
week. While they include two 
pre-med students and a nurse, 
most are people whose own 
lives have been directly touch­ 
ed by cancer. 
Typical is Linda Klemstein, 
29, St. Paul. Her 15-year-old sis­ 
ter, Vicki Mittelsteadt, died of 
bone cancer last year at her 
home in Waseca, Minn. Mrs. 
Klemstein quit her job as a 
sales manager to help care for 
her dying sister. In the process, 
she was impressed by the sen­ 
sitive “helping” people she saw 
involved in the battle against 
cancer. She decided to quit try­ 
ing to make money and to do 
volunteer work, “letting cancer 
patients know there are others 
who care.” 
“People need sympathy,” she 
says. “Some won’t open up to 
their doctors the way they'll 
open up, anonymously, over the 
telephone when they don't have 
to be concerned about such 
things as their clothing and 
personal appearance."

DES MOINES, Iowa (AP) - 
Foreign interests own millions 
of acres of U.S. farmland, but 
state and federal officials don’t 
think Americans should be too 
worried. 
“I don’t see any danger of an 
invasion yet. But I think it 
should 
be monitored,” says 
Iowa Secretary of Agriculture 
Robert Lounsberry. 
"This is an emotional thing 
now because we re really not 
talking about a lot of land. But 
I can see where it might be a 
problem in the future," he said. 
The U.S. Commerce Depart­ 
ment, under a 1974 federal law, 
is surveying foreign ownership 
and says preliminary reports 
show 4 9 million acres of land 
owned by foreigners, who hold 
leases on an additional 62.8 mil­ 
lion. 
The U.S. Agriculture Depart­ 
ment disputes the figures, but 
admits it has none of its own. 
The USDA also says the cur­ 
rent totals are not significant 
but. like Lounsberry, maintains 
its concern "is not quantity at 
this time, but (the) possible im­ 
plications for future investment 
policy.”

But so 
what? “ It was harmless and 
legal, ’ Green insists. “The 
newspaper just tried to make 
it into som e kind of shocking 


scandal.” His ego thus in­ 
jured, the D.A. struck back 
according to the customs of 
the Pecos. He booted Odessa 
American reporters out of his 
o f f ic e ; 
he reportedly 
threatened at least two of the 
reporters physically; now, 
, still enraged, he has filed a 
pair of suits against the 
newspaper demanding $8 
million in damages for libel 
and slander. 
To say the least, John 
Green’s agitated retaliation 
has been of Texan propor­ 
tions. And, apparently, many 
of the 80,000 residents of this 
hard-bitten oil town are happy 
for it. Here as elsewhere the 
media are powerful, but un­ 
loved, and many citizens are 
delighted that someone is at 
last meeting it in the street 
for a showdown. 
Green seems just the man 
for the job. A self-made son of 
an oilfield roustabout, and a 
one-time local football hero, 
he is as tough as the area 
tradition. One opposing at­ 
torney refers to him as “the 
hangman." He has prosecuted 
bad guys with such persuasion 
that juries here have several 
times sent them away for 100 
years or more. 
In Green’s view, his battle 
with the newspaper is merely 
an extension of his respon­ 
sibilities to the people of his 
county. He implies that just as 
citizens require protection 
from criminals, they must be 
defended against the excesses 
of institutions such as mass 
communications. “I'm for a 
free press,” he says, “but not 
an irresponsible press.” 
Green says he understands 
the motives of the Odessa 
American. He says there is a 
sign in the editor’s office 
which reads: “A newspaper’s 
job is jto report the news and 
raise hell.” The D.A. feels 


that concept was carried out 
to the letter in his case. “I’m 
a public official," he says, 
“ and all officials are 
newspaper targets these 
days.” 
As Green sees it, he is in 
e f f e c t 
a 
c a su a lty 
of 
“Watergatitis." He says jour­ 
nalists were so inspired by the 
reportorial unraveling of the 
Richard Nixon enigma that 
they have since been disinclin­ 
ed to give any politician the 
benefit of the doubt. "Today's 
reporters,” he says, “spend 
too much time reading 'All 
The President’s Men.’ ” 
And, according to the D.A., 
politicos aren’t the only peo- 
S 
le affected by Watergatitis. 
[e says the front pages 
regularly smear and disgrace 
ordinary citizens on the flim­ 
siest of evidence. Hence, he 
says he is not battling the 
press for himself alone, or for 
the 88 million either, but so 
that Americans can “have a 
right to honest journalism.” 
F or t h e i r p a r t , s t a f f 
m em b ers of the O dessa 
American say John Green’s 
motives are less noble than he 
presents v them. Editor Olin 
Ashley says the D.A. “simply 
w a n t s to d e s t r o y ’ t h i s 
newspaper.” Ashley believes 
Green is fearsomely egocen­ 
tric — “he can’t stand to be 
questioned” — and is fighting 
the paper solely to get even 
with it. 
And 
to s o m e e x t e n t , 
whether willful or not, the 
D.A. has gotten even. In re­ 
cent months a half dozen 
American staffers have been 
arrested on criminal charges 
ranging from indecent ex­ 
posure to political bribery A 
city editor indicted on the 
latter charge has resigned. 
Other reporters say they are 
now afraid to go over the 
speed limit. 
Few at the paper accuse the 


D.A. of outright persecution. 
But cautious tension has set 
in. Editor Ashley has advised 
his stjsff, and even his 
childrei, to be on their best 
behaviojr. He says he has told 
some employees even to stay 
dear of football wagers. "Un­ 
til Odesuagate is over," sighs 
a newsman, “fornication is 
forbidden." 
Besides this personal strain, 
the battle with the D.A. has 
also resulted in a professional 
inhibition at the Odessa 
Americas. Recently the paper 
had a story regarding an

Ashley:

well a product performs to how 
much noise it makes. 
Most of the programs are 
still in their infancy, but offi­ 
cials said efforts will be made 
to avoid overlapping labels and 
duplication of information. 
The latest move is a Com­ 
merce Department program on 
performance 
The 
program, 
which is strictly voluntary on 
the part of the manufacturers, 
is designed to give information 
on such things as load capacity, 
strength and durability so shop­ 
pers are better able to compare 
competing models and brands 
of appliances and other prod­ 
ucts 
The data will be provided by 
manufacturers on the basis of 
tests developed by the Com­ 
merce Department’s National 
Bureau of Standards The gov­ 
ernment itself will not do the 
actual testing. 
Other federal programs in 
the area of product information 
include a proposal by the Envi­ 
ronmental Protection Agency 
for noise labels and efforts by 
the Federal Energy Adminis­ 
tration to help shoppers learn 
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about operating costs and ener­ 
gy consumption of appliances 
Thus far. the performance la­ 
beling project is limited to a 
one-year pilot program which 
began June 24. The first step, 
according to officials, is to de­ 
cide which products should be 
labeled and both consumers 
and manufacturers have been 
asked for suggestions. 
The government hopes to de­ 
velop labels for between one 
and three products in the first 
year 
At the end of the 12- 
month period, the results will 
be evaluated so officials can 
decide whether to continue the 
program 
Robert Mills of the Office of 
Product Standards said last 
week that the office was still 
collecting comments, but hoped 
to 
have 
recommendations 
ready for Commerce Secretary 
Juanita Kreps within a few 
weeks.

Court orders tax collected 


JEFF ER SO N CITY, Mo. (A P) - The 
Missouri Supreme Court has ordered the 
state Revenue Department to continue 
collecting the controversial one-eighth cent 
conservation sales tax on the sale of cars 
and trailers. 
The high court order, issued late Wed­ 
nesday, came at the request of the state 
Conservation Commission, beneficiaries of 
the new tax. Revenue Director Jam es 
LePage had notified the department two 
days earlier of his office's plans to cease 
collection of the tax on car and trailer sales. 
The court ordered LePage to respond to 
the Conservation Commission’s request by 
Aug. 15. 
The commission has also sued Com­ 
missioner 
of 
Administration 
Stephen 
Bradford 
and state Treasurer Jam es 
Spainhower to force those offices to allow 
the expenditure of state conservation funds, 
including the new tax revenues, even 
though the state Legislature has not for­ 
mally appropriated the money. 
Both Bradford and Spainhower were 


ordered by the high court to respond to 
those claims by Aug. 15. 
The Conservation Commission, backed by 
the Conservation Federation, mounted a 
successful initiative petition drive last year 
to place the oneeighth cent sales tax hike on 
the November ballot. The proposal was 
approved by voters and the new tax went 
into effect Ju ly 1. 
It is expected to generate more than $20 
million, all earmarked for use by the Con­ 
servation Department, more than doubling 
the department’s most recent budget. 
LePage advised Conservation Director 
Carl Noren earlier this week that a review 
of the adopted sales tax hike provisions 
showed that the tax should only be imposed 
“ upon all sellers for the privilege of selling 
tangible personal property or rendering 
taxable services at retail.’' 
Because of that provision, he said the tax 
should not be collected on the sale of cars or 
trailers since sales tax on those items is not 
paid by the seller but by the purchaser of 
the car or trailer at the time he obtains a 


registration certificate from the state. 
LePage said if the high court upholds his 
position, refunds of the tax collected on cars 
and trailers will be made. 
The suit, claiming the refusal to collect 
the tax would result in a $2.4 million annual 
loss to the Conservation Department, 
contended the amendment was clear that 
the one-eighth cent tax was to be imposed on 
all items now covered by the regular state 
sales tax. 
The suit against Spainhower and Brad­ 
ford was prompted by the refusal of the two 
earlier this month to honor a request from 
the commission to issue a check for $849,000 
for purchase of 8,300 acres of land in Bolli­ 
nger County.

He said this disease “ is every 
bit as disabling, every bit as 
crippling, every bit as killing 
as cancer itself.” 
Because 
of

disorder, 
Freeman said Thornton has 
never learned how to integrate 
his feelings into one total per­ 
sonality. 
He 
also described 
Thornton on one hand as being 
a “ dedicated, excellent m ilitary 
policeman but also at times is 
an angry, violent, not rational, 
insane person.” 
“ That 
insane 
person who 
committed those horrible acts 
has no recollection of having 
committed them," he said.

WASHINGTON (AP> — Higher costs for 
food and a broad range of services pushed 
June consumer prices up six-tenths of 1 per 
cent, matching the previous month's boost 
in prices, the government reported today.

government economists who had hoped 
some moderation in consumer prices would 
follow a slowdown in wholesale price hikes 
in May and a sharp wholesale price drop in 
June. 
Retail food prices, which climbed seven- 
tenths of 1 per cent in May. rose by eight- 
tenths of 1 per cent in June and marked the 
sixth straight month of sharp increases in 
the cost of food 
The government planned to release a 
second report on the nation's economic 
health later today and it was expected to be 
more encouraging A preliminary estimate 
from the Commerce Department indicated 


the economy had another strong quarter, 
with the Gross National Product growing in 
the April+June period at about the same 
rate as the first quarter’s 6 9 per cent rate 
In 
another 
report, 
the 
government 
reported that real spendable earnings — 
after tax earnings adjusted for inflation — 
increased 3.4 per cent in June, reflecting a 
change in tax deductions which lowered the 
withholding rates beginning June 1. The 
increase marked the biggest monthly boost 
in real spendable earnings in two years. 
Wholesale prices — a precursor of costs a 
consumer eventually faces — fell seven- 
tenths of a per cent in June after several 
" months of steep increases. The drop was the 
first since last August and was largely the 
result of a 6.3 per cent decline in prices of 
farm products, 
Changes in the wholesale food prices are 
usually reflec ted at grocery counters within 


a few weeks but this has not been the case so 
far for the June decline 
The Labor 
Department said a large part of the June 
increase in retail food prices was caused by 
higher prices for processed foods such as 
dairy products, canned and frozen fruits 
and vegetables, sugar, bakery products and 
coffee 
While the six-tenths per cent increase in 
consumer prices was relatively steep for 
one month, it was less than the eight-tenths 
of 1 per cent rise in April and January and 
the 1 per cent jump in February. 
Over the past three months, consumer 
prices rose at an annual rate of 8.1 percent, 
down from the 10 per cent annual rate 
during the first quarter of the year 
The Labor Department said its Consumer 
Price Index last month stood at 181 8 per

Representatives took what appears to be a cheap shot the 
other day at Vietnam veterans whose less-than- 
honorable 
discharges 
are 
being reconsidered by 
presidential decree. 
By a margin of 2 to I (273 to 135), the House approved a 
motion by Rep. Robin L. Beard, R-Tenn., to withhold all 
GI benefits from the thousands of veterans whose "un­ 
desirable" discharges are being upgraded on a case-by- 
case basis. 
The move to deny benefits is attached to a bill dealing 
primarily with housing and therefore has a good chance 
of being dropped from the final legislation. Some of those 
who voted for it probably did so knowing this would 
happen. 
But that doesn’t make the action any more acceptable. 
To begin with, the upgrading of discharge papers after 
wars is not an unusual practice. Men who received bad 
conduct or dishonorable discharges, or committed 
crimes of violence in the service, are not being con­ 
sidered. 
The presidential order gives special preference, in 
fact, to men who were wounded in action, decorated for 
valor or served honorably in Vietnam before getting into 
trouble with drugs or drinking or some other personal or 
family problem. 
One of the House members who had the political 
courage to defend these veterans was Rep. John P. 
Murtha, D-Pa., who was twice wounded in Vietnam as a 
Marine major 10 years ago. 
“I think if we pass the amendment," said Murtha, "we 
are slapping the man in the face who has served in 
combat, been wounded in combat and is going to have his 
discharge upgraded 
"I do not know that there is one other person in this 
House that has served with the ground forces in Vietnam 
and saw the tragedy and suffering these young fellows 
went through, while everybody back here in the Congress 
were in their air-conditioned offices telling these soldiers 
what to do."

A bill to create a Federal 
Agency for Consumer Protec­ 
tion. with a relatively modest 
S15.UUU.UUU annual budget and a 
staff of about 180 persons, has 
drawn heavy opposition and 
"the most intensive lobbying 
campaign " one representative 
lw* seen in IS years The House 
should pass the bill 
The new agency has been 
proposed but has failed to pass 
for 
the past eight years 
President Ford threatened its 
veto but President Carter has 
promised 
he 
will 
sign 
the 
legislation 
The new agency would be 
empowered to represent con­ 
sumer interests at 
hearings 
before regulatory agencies and 
in court actions involving 
judicial review of regulatory 
rulings It could also conduct 
research 
into 
consum er- 
protection issues and publish its 
findings 


Opposition to the agency has 
come 
prim arily 
from 
the 
business community, which has 
concentrated 
its 
effort on 
charges that the new agency 
would merely expand federal 
b u re a u c ra c y , 
d u p lica tin g 
powers already vested in many 
other 
federal 
bodies. 
The 
Administration 
has 
rebutted 
these assertions with the claim, 
not spelled out in detail so far, 
that the new agency would in­ 
corporate the activities of at 
least 13 other federal operations 
that would be phased out as part 
of its over all reorganization. 
The fate of the bill on the 
House floor is uncertain. 
The House action is critical, 
even though a similar bill has 
been cleared by the Senate’s

to avoid overlapping labels and 
duplication ot information 
The latest move is a Com­ 
m erce Departm ent program on

program , 
which is strictly voluntary on 
the part of the m anufacturers, 
is designed to give information 
on such things as load capacity, 
strength and (kirability so shop­ 
pers are t>etter able to com pare 
competing models and brands 
of appliances and other prod 
ucLs 
The data will be provided by 
m anufacturers on the basis of 
tests developed by the Com­ 
m erce D epartm ent's National 
Bureau of Standards The gov­ 
ernm ent itself will not do the 
actual testing 
Other federal program s in 
the area of product information 
include a proposal by the Envi­ 
ronmental 
Protection Agency 
lor noise lafiels and efforts by 
the Federal Energy Adminis­ 
tration to help shoppers learn 
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about operating costs and ener­ 
gy consumption of appliances 
Thus far. the perform ance la­ 
beling project is limited to a 
one year pilot program which

Court orders tax collected 


JEFFERSON CITY. Mo. <AP> - The 
Missouri Supreme Court has ordered the 
state Revenue Department to continue 
collecting the controversial one-eighth cent 
conservation sales tax on the sale of cars 
and trailers 
The high court order, issued late Wed­ 
nesday, came at the request of the state 
Conservation Commission, beneficiaries of 
the new tax 
Revenue Director James 
LePage had notified the department two 
days earlier of his office's plans to cease 
collection of the tax on car and trailer sales 
The court ordered LePage to respond to 
the Conservation Commission's request by 
Aug 15 
The commission has also sued Com­ 
missioner 
of 
Administration 
Stephen 
Bradford 
and state Treasurer James 
Spainhower to force those offices to allow 
the expenditure of state conservation funds, 
including the new tax revenues, even 
though the state Legislature has not for­ 
mally appropriated the money 
Both Bradford and Spainhower were 


ordered by the high court to respond to 
those claims by Aug, 15. 
The Conservation Commission, backed by 
the Conservation Federation, mounted a 
successful initiative petition drive last year 
to place the oneeighth cent sales tax hike on 
the November ballot 
The proposal was 
approved by voters and the new tax went 
into effect July 1. 
It is expected to generate more than $20 
million, all earmarked for use by the Con­ 
servation Department, more than doubling 
the department's most recent budget. 
LePage advised Conservation Director 
Carl Noren earlier this week that a review 
of the adopted sales tax hike provisions 
showed that the tax should only be imposed 
“upon all sellers for the privilege of selling 
tangible personal property or rendering 
taxable services at retail ” 
Because of that provision, he said the tax 
should not be collected on the sale of cars or 
trailers since sales tax on those items is not 
paid by the seller but by the purchaser of 
the car or trailer at the time he obtains a 


registration certificate from the state. 
LePage said if the high court upholds his 
position, refunds of the tax collected on cars 
and trailers will be made. 
The suit, claiming the refusal to collect 
the tax would result in a $2.4 million annual 
loss 
to the Conservation Department, 
contended the amendment was clear that 
the one-eighth cent tax was to be imposed on 
all items now covered by the regular state 
sales tax. 
The suit against Spainhower and Brad­ 
ford was prompted by the refusal of the two 
earlier this month to honor a request from 
the commission to issue a check for $849,000 
for purchase of 8,300 acres of land in Bolli­ 
nger County.

Freeman said Thornton has 
never learned how to integrate 
his feelings into one total per­ 
sonality.

Thornton on one hand as being 
a “dedicated, excellent military
